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Last-minute Amal demands 
hold up release of hostages 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The hopes of freedom 
of 39 American ttjjack hostages were dashed 
Saturday when hijackers who have held 
them for 16 days delayed their expected rel- 
ease, leaving the Americans facing another 
night in captivity. 


Leaders of the Amal militia 
demanded guarantees that the 
United States and Israel will not 
launch reprisal raids far the June 
14 hijackmg of a TWA jetliner by 
Lebanese gunmen. 

“We are still awaitin g gua- 
rantees that no retaliatory military ' 
strikes will be undertaken after 
the hostages are released,” Amal 
leaderNabih Bern told a group of 
reporters in a brief chat at his 
home. 

He said; “Guarantees most be 
given to Syria. If these guarantees 
are provided tonight they will be 
released tonight." 

“If not, we are not in a hurry. 
Tomorrow, the day after, who 
knows,” he said. 

Ali Husseini, a member of 
Amal’s ruling politburo, also 
demanded that warships of the 
US. Sixth Fleet dispatched to the 
Eastern Mediterranean after fee 
hijacking be withdrawn and feat 
Israel free all 735 Lebanese it 
holds in Atlit prison near Haifa. 

The hostages had been exp- 
ected to be taken to Damascus in a 
convoy of buses to be freed there 
under a United Na lions - 
sponsored agreement when Israel 
need some 735 Lebanese from 
Atlit, the hijackers. 1 main demand. - 

Amal sources said fee Shfite 
leaders had been stung by Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan’s branding 
of Lebanon’s Shfites Friday as 
“thungs, murderers and bar- 
barians.” 

But fee main problem app- 


arently was in Israel, where a gov- 
ernment official stressed feat Isr- 
ael was not involved in any deal to 
release fee American captives and 
has notmadeadecisioutofreefee 
Atlit prisoners. 

The official, who spoke on con- 
dition he was not named, did not 
rule out fee possibility feat Israel 
mi g ht release fee Lebanese soon. 
He said any large-scale release 
must first be improved by Israel's 
25 -member cabinet scheduled to 
meet Sunday. 

Defence Ministry spokesman 
Nachman Shai said he “knows 
.nothing” about a pending release. 

Mr. Bern, who is also Leb- 
anon’s Justice Minister, spoke 
wife Syrian Vice Presklent Abdul 
Halim Khadd&m six times by tel- 
ephone in an apparent effort to 
iron out details of fee planned 
exchange.

urday morning ready for the ride 
to Damascus. 

It was fee first time the crew, 
who had been held aboard fee 
plane, had seen the passenger hos- 
tages since they were hustled off 
feejet two days after fee hijack. 

The passenger hostages had 
been split up mto groups, some 
under Amal’s protection, in hou- 
ses in the teeming slums of south 
Beirut, apparently to prevent any 
US. rescue mission.

The pilot, CapL L. Testrake, 57, 
told reporters m the school cou- 
rtyard; “We've been told we’re 
going to Damascus, but we're stiD 
waiting for fee last four to get 
here.” 


The four were believed to be 
still held by Hezbollah, or “Pam 
of God,” fee radical faction bel- 
ieved responsible for fee hijack. 
But Amal officials insisted all 39 
hostages will be freed. 

An air of acute expectation 
swept through west Beirut early 
Saturday morning when Amal 
took the 32 hostages to fee Sum- 
mer! and hotel where journalists 
were able to interview them. 

Some of the hostages said the/ 
had been told they were to be 
taken to Damascus and when Syr- 
ian officials announced this was 
fee case, dozens of foreign jou- 
rnalists rushed from Beirut to fee 
Syrian capital. 

At Beirut airport officials said 
fee engines of fee TWA Boeing 
727 were tested and fee plane 
could fly, raising expectation that 
fee hostages might leave in fee 
aircraft they had arrived in (See 
page?). 

At Mr. Bern’s house mea- 
nwhile, Amal sources said two 
Frenchmen kidnapped in Beinit 
on May 22, journalist Jean-Paul 
Kaufinann and researcher Michel 
Seurat were inside and might be 
freed. Reporters saw Mr. Seurat’s 
wife and a French diplomat arrive 
at fee house. 

Mr. Kaufinann and Mr. Seurat 
are two of 12 Westerners, inc- 
luding seven Americans and two 
other Frenchmen, kidnapped in 
Lebanon 15 months prior to fee 
TWA hijack (See page 2). 

Washington had said it wanted 
the seven Americans released 
along wife the hijack hostages, but 
sources close to fee UJS. embassy 
in.J>anwsaissakifec^were not 
expected to be released together. 

The new Amal demands app- 
arently caught fee White House 
by surprise. Earlier, spokesman 
Larry Speakes had expressed opt- 
imism mat fee release was already 
under way. via Damascus. 


Mideast is most likely area for Saeh 
nuclear confrontation — Hassan reieci 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A com- 
bination of several factors, inc- 
luding fee frequency of aimed 
conflicts in fee Middle East and 
the intractibility of the Arab- 
Israeii conflict, has rendered fee 
region the most likely area where 
a nuclear war can break out. His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan has said. 

Addressing a seminar entitled 
“Cblloquhim of the Group de BeJ- 
lerive” m Geneva on Friday, the 
Crown Prince said though he did 
not want to be fee “prophet of 
doom... the tact, is nonetheless, 
feat it is not unrealistic to consider 
fee Middle East as the area which 
is more vulnerable to nuclear con- 
frontation.” 

He cited superpower rivalry, 
the importance of me Middle East* 
to fee superpowers and the pre- 
sence of nuclear weapons in fee 
Middle East —in U.S. arsenals in 
Turkey and aboard warships cru- 
ising in fee region — as other fac- 
tors which make fee Middle East 
fee most likely area for a nuclear 
war. 

“More significantly, Israel pos- 
sesses midear capability and is 
known to deploy nudear mis- 
siles,” he said. 

Elaborating further ext the 
point. Prince Hassan said there 


are three factors that could lead to 
a possible consideration of the 
nudear option in fee Middle East 
Thefirst/he said is “the possibility 
of another conventional Arab- 
Israeli war, Much drags on and 
degenerates into a war of att- 
rition”. The second, he said, is fee 
possibility of having " ‘miniaturised 
nudear devices, erode but non- 
etheless lethal in urban areas, 
becoming available in fee market 
place and obtained by a radical 
group” 

Such a group, Prince Hassan 
said, oould find the Middle East a 
“fertile ground for trying out its 
own twisted design of social 
order" and which it oould man- 
palate to holding fee world to 
ransom. # 

The third reason which could 
lead to nudear confrontation in 
fee region, he said, stems from fee 
feet feat no “basic change has occ- 
urred in the Middle East since 
1973." 

Therefore, he added, “fee sup- 
erpowers oould go to fee brink of 
nudear exchange in order to con- 
trol its regional allies." 

“Arms industries must undergo 
.conversion to fee extent possible 
and those who live on arms most 
have alternative means of profit,” 


Prince Hassan suggested. 

Prince Hassan reiterated his 
belief feat the notion of world 
peace is possible and feat wha- 
tever the justification might be for 
a nudear war, be it “balance of 
power, deterrence or national 
security, going nudear for military 
purposes is opting for collective 
suicide.” 

The three-day seminar on 
“Nudear War: Nudear Pro- 
liferation and Their Con- 
sequences,” in its five sessions dis- 
cussed different issues pertaining 
to fee Nudear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty and its future, fee spread of 
nudear weapons among nations, 
new nudear weapons states and 
their impact on Third World reg- 
ional conflicts, global effects of a 
nudear war and the nudear aims 
race and arms control. 

Participants in fee seminar inc- 
luded Swedish Prime Minister 
Olof Palme, Chairman-President 
of fee Group de Bdlerive Prince 
Sadniddm Aga Khan, directors of 
Western defence mstitutes, pro- 
minent American, European and 
Asian intellectuals and politicians.

Pertini resigns 
ten days early 

ROME (R) — Italian President 
Sandro Pertini resigned Saturday, 
10 days before the end of his 
seven-year term, his office said. 

The 88 -year-old Pertini said in 
his resignation letter he was res-

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TWA plane 
refuelled, 
inspected for 
airworthiness 

BEIRUT (R) — The hijacked 
American airliner at Beirut Air- 
port has been refuelled and is 
being inspected to determine whe- 
ther itcan take off, airport officials 
said Saturday. 

It was not dear if the three-man 
American flight crew of the Trans 
World Airlines (TWA) Boeing 
727, hijacked on a flight from 
Athens to Rome on June 14, was 
still on board. 

An undetermined number of 
other hostages from the plane 
were being driven to Damascus 
escorted by Syrian troops and the 
International Red Cross, acc- 
ording to reports from Damascus 
and Washington. 

Two men appeared in the 
plane's cockpit at 10:30 am 
(0730 GMT) but reporters pould 
not immediately identify them. 

Airport technicians and two 
other men reported to be pilots of i 
the Lebanese carrier Middle East 
Airlines inspected the fuselage 
and wings and thefl went on board. 

Die airport officials said the 
Boeing 727 took on 27,000 litres 
of fuel Friday, enough for a short 
flight to Lamaca Airport in Cyp- 
rus .or to Damascus. 

They said technicians were try- 
ing to determine if its three eng : 
ines were m. condition to fly, biit it 
was hopea’thby were in shape tq 
reach Lamaca. or ^Damascus.!

The plane has not been serviced 
since it was hijacked over Greece 
on June 14 and forced to shuttle 
across the Mediterranean bet- 
ween Algiers and Beirut for three 
days. 

A TWA official said on June 16 
that the plane was nearing its 
mechanical limits. 

Since its final stop in Beirut on 
June 16, the engines have run 
almost continually to m aintain air 
conditioning for the crew and their 
armed Shiite Muslim guards.

Paris hopes some French 
hostages may be freed 


PARIS (R) — France is without 
news of four French hostages held 
in Beirut but is hopeful two of the 
men are travelling to Damascus 
with the American hostages rel- 
eased Saturday, an External Rel- 
ations Ministry spokesman said. 

The spokesman said the min- 
istry had received no word on the 
fate of journalist Jean-Pierre Kau- 
'fftnann and researcher Michel 
Seurat, kidnapped in Beirut on 
May 22.

in late March; 

“We are continuing to press for, 
the release of the four .Fre- 
nchmen," toe spokesman said.

Muslim Shi’ite militiamen were 
still holding 36 passengers and 
three crew of the TWA jetliner 
hijacked June 14 en route from 
Athens to Rome. 


UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— A U.N. board of inquiiy has 
concluded that members of the 
Finnish contingent in the UNI 
peacekeeping force in South Leb- 
anon acted properly in helping the 
defection of members of a pro- 
Israel militia. 

The U.N. spokesman's office 
issued a statement saying toe 
board determined that 11 Shiite 
Muslim members of toe pre- 
dominantly Falangist South Leb- 
anon Army (SLA) decided to def- 
ect of their own free will. 

On June 7, the Finns helped 
them by making it look as if they 
were captured. 

“The Finnish battalion took an 
active part in this incident, in that 
it agreed to a safe exchange of 
gunfire, accepted toe weapons 
from the defecting force after sur- 
render, and provided them noth 
transportation to a safe area." toe 
report said. 

The 11 defectors went over to 
the Shiite Amal militia and SLA 
troops later kidnapped 21 Finnish 
soldiers and held mem for eight 
days demanding return of the 11. 
The Finns were all released unh- 
armed. 

The board concluded, “no evi- 
dence of an agreement could be 
found between members of toe 
Amal Movement and Finnish bat- 
talion personnel.”

The U.N. spokesman noted that^t 
one of UNIFIL’s main tasks was to 
prevent toe presence in its area of 
armed elements not authorised by 
the Lebanese government, and 
that toe various U24. contingents 
were instructed to try to achieve 
this through negotiation rather 
•than by force. 

The activities of toe SLA are 
strongly opposed by toe Lebanese 
government and its position at Al 
Qantarah was well within toe 
UNIFTL area. 

“In those circumstances toe sec- 
retary general is satisfied that the 
action taken by toe Finnish unit at 
AI Qantarah was intended to ach- 
ieve toe basic objective mentioned 
above.” toe spokesman con- 
cluded.

Endowment survey analyses manpower 
shortages, surpluses in labour market

Endowment for Culture and Edu- 
cation (RECE)faas just completed 
a survey on manpower planning in 
Jordan and the balance between 
manpower supply and demand for 
the years 19X2-1986. The survey 
indicates that there is a demand 
for manpower in the services sec- 
tor while there is a surplus of gen- 
eral medical practitioners and civil 
engineeis. The study pointed out 
that the country's socio-economic 
development plans are in need of 
educational, administrative, pol- 
itical and military science res- 
earchers and specialists. 

During a press conference Sat- 
urday. vice-president of the 
RECfe board of trustees Anis 
Muasher outlined the main aims 
of the endowment whidi are to 
promote and encourage academic, 
cultural and artistic facilities in the 
Kingdom. Her Majesty Oueen 
Noor is the chairperson of the 
endowment. 

The survey was conducted by 
the RECE because information 
on manpower requirements in the 
labour market were limited and 
statistical information on this sub- 
ject was lacking. Dr. Muasher 
said. 

This study, he told reporters, 
will help decision makers and stu- 
dents assess the specialisations 
which are needed by the country 
for development and future plans. 
The survey was completed by a 
number of qualified Jordanians 
and the outcomes of the research 
will soon be published and made 
available to all educational 
decision-makers, schools and stu- 
dents in order to help them to rea- 
lise die spedaHsatfcnrsThat are in 
demand before they decide their 
future studies. Dr. Muasher 
added.

categories: Specialists in natural 
sciences, mathematics and eng- 
ineering studies and specialised 
medical doctors, at both the und- 
ergraduate and graduate levels, in 
addition to specialised teach cts 
and specialists in sciences, adm- 
inistration staff for governmental 
departments and specialised 
community college technicians, 
librarians and vocational trainers. 

At both the undergraduate and 
graduate level, the study indicates 
that there is a demand for qua- 
lified personnel in die following 
specialisations: Geology and min-

rarians, demographic and man- 
power planners, journalist and 
writers. ; i 

iJualifiedfr personnel are also 


needed to fill administrative and 
governmental positions such as 
project managers, financial pla- 
nners. hospital administrators and 
local and regional manpower pla- 
nners. 

Vocational trainers are also 
needed to instruct and train nat- 
ural science technicians, chemists, 
medical assistants, nurses, sta- 
tistical research assistants. X-ray 
assistants, laboratory assistants, 
anesthetic assistants, miners, 
mechanical draughtsmen, air tra- 
ffic controllers, tel- 
ecommunications and mechanics 
in industry maintenance. 

The study has been compiled in 
two volumes and was prepared by 
computer analysis after gathering 
statistical Riformation from the 
military service department and 
other sources to assess the number 
of Jordanian youth who are stu- 
dying abroad. Dr. Sa'id AlTell. a 
member of the RECE board of 
trustees told reporters. 

Mrs. In'am A I Mufti, advisor to 
Her Majesty Uueen Noor. said 
that this study was submitted to all 
decision-makers in order to help 
them implement future socio- 
economic development plans 
which are directly related to man- 
power planning for local and nei- 
ghbouring labour market needs. 

Former minister of information 
Laila Sharaf. who is also a member 
of the RECE board of trustees, 
said that the main aim of this sur- 
vey was to create balance and 
equality between students who 
wish to continue their higher edu- 
cation and to help them choose a 
specialisation which will enable 
them to support themselves and 
sfeifve their country. 


Arab economists tackle 
U.S.-Israeli trade pact, 
effect of world recession

AMMAN — The Council of Arab Economic Unity 
(CAEU) Saturday opened its 43rd ordinary session 
in Amman. The two-day meetings will discuss a 
U.S.-Israeli free trade pact signed last April, the 
economic situation in the Arab World and means to 
enhance pan-Arab economic and financial int- 
egration in the wake of international recession. 


During the first day of the ses- 
sion. which convened at the level 
of ministers of economy, trade and 
finance, from ten-meiroer states, 
participants called' for more coh- 
erent Arab unity in the face of the 
world's economic crisis. 

CAEU Secretary General 
Mahdi Obeidi. in his working 
paper, said that austerity mea- 
sures taken by Arab countries 
were a sign of current difficulties. 
Mr. Obeidi Minted out that it Is 
impractical for any one country to 
solve local and international 
“economic riddles" by itself. 

In his speech, the president of 
the current session. Syrian Deputy 
Prime Minister for Economic Aff- 
airs Salim Yassin expressed gra- 
titude to the Jordanian gov- 
ernment on behalf of the Arah 
delegations and said the efforts 
and facilities offered by Jordan 
were the main reason for suc- 
cessful results of previous CAEU 
sessions. 

Dr. Yassin also reviewed the 
financial crisis facing the world's 
nations, including Arab countries 
which, he pointed out. are subject 
to the stress of the current sit- 
uation. He said that Arab cou- 
ntries have allocated a con- 
siderable portion of their budgets 
to avoid repercussions from the 
international economic recession. 

He pointed out that external 
debts erf so me Arab countries have 
increased on a large scale and that 
their exports have been reduced 
leading to deficit in their balunce 
of trade. 

Mr. Obeidi emphasised the 
necessity of achieving pan-Arab 
cooperation and coordination in 
order to counter the “economic 
and security dangers" facing the 
Arab nation one of which, he said, 
is the continuation of the "Zionist 
entity*’. The Israeli invasion of 
Arab territories as well ns Israel's 
expansionist policy Ibid the 58- 


month I ran -Iraq war were cited as 
factors which negatively affect the 
region's progress and prosperity. 

On the session's agenda are 
several working papers submitted 
by the participants, including a 
memo presented by the CAtU 
general assembly requesting cou- 
ntries whidi did not yet ratify rhe 
Arab economic unity treaty, sig- 
ned on Dec. 2. 1984. to fulfil their 
commitments. The memo sug- 
gested forming n special com- 
mittee to contact these Arab cou- 
ntries urging them to endorse the 
treaty. 

Another working paper pre- 
sented hy CAEU vice secretary 
general and head of the Iraqi del- 
egation to the session. Dr. .tubers 
Abdul Fattah. suggested int- 
egrated pan-Arab industrial coo- 
rdination via developmental act- 
ivities in order to solve Arab cou- 
ntries' industrial crises. Dr. Fattah 
suggested the compilation of a 
production schedule for industrial 
concerns in the Arah World. The 
schedule could be designed by .the 
CAEU in coordination with the 
Arah Organisation for Industrial 
Development, he said-

National airlines — assets or liabilities? 


Something is better than 
nothing 

IT SEEMS the extraordinary Arab summit conference that 
Morocco has called for will not be held on time. Indicators 
show that we Arabs are neither ready for it now, nor will we be 
soon. This is a sorry picture indeed for the Arab masses who 
have held out great hopes in the summit finally producing a sort 
of Arab solidarity that could solve some of the problems facing 
us at this stage. 

Morocco’s invitation to Arab leaders to attend the summit, 
scheduled for July 13, emanated basically from profound con- 
cern about the situation in the Palestinian refugee camps of 
Sabra, Shatiia and Boorj A1 Barajneh in Beirut. It was also 
geared to discuss the Palestinian problem hi aH its aspects so 
that a common Arab position can be found to face the new and 
old challenges. But Syria and Lebanon objected to this app- 
roach and other Arab states did likewise, albeit for different 
reasons. The result, as we can see now, is that the rep* 
resen tation at Saturday’s Arab League meeting has been red- 
uced from the level of foreign ministers to permanent rep- 
resentatives, and instead of proposing an earlier date for the 
summit we are hearing that it is being put back all the time. 

Still, more important than the time and venue of the pro- 
posed conference perhaps is the agenda and the subjects to be 
raised- in it. Here too Arab differences surface in numerous 
forms. If the subject of Amal attacks against Palestinians in the 
Beirut camps is to be discussed for instance, why should Iran’s 
aggression against Iraq not be raised as well? The blood being 
spilled in either case is Arab, and Arab leaders cannot simply 
remember one and forget about the other. And Libya’s “str- 
ategic alliance” with Iran, among others: Is it not a subject of 
great concern and interest to every Arab state and its people? 

Despite all these questions and others, Jordan has remained 
firmly behind the idea of the summit and is pressing all the time 
for its convenmg. This the Kingdom does with full belief and 
conviction that without the Arab leaders getting together to 
worts jointly on their problons, nothing positive ran be exp-

Al Ra’i: Stab in the back 

LIBYA’S STRATEGIC alliance with Iran represents a stab in the 
back of the Arab nation which has been struggling to support Iraq 
against the Iranian aggressors. Libya’s announcement of die alliance, 
which it said was directed against Iraq, was a setback to efforts aimed 
at achieving solidarity among all Arab countries and at a time when 
Arab leaders are preparing to attend an Arab summit meeting to 
discuss ways of establishing such solidarity. 

Needless to say that Iraq has been calling for an end to the Gulf war 
and for peaceful negotiations with Iran to end the conflict It is Iran 
which has been stubborn and insisted on pursuing the conflict which 
has so far gained its leaders nothing and has brought so much suf- 
fering to the Iranian people. 

Libya's alliance with Iran is a show of total disregard to the Arab 
defence pact and all the treaties, resolutions and principles of the 
Arab League and all previous Arab summit resolutions. By sup- 
porting the non -Arab aggressor against an Arab sister state. Libya 
has thus made a mockery of all previous inter-Arab agreements 
aimed at achieving inter- Arab coordination and integration. 

Jordan, which has strongly condemned this alliance has also urged 
the Arab countries to stand firm in the face of irresponsible Libyan 
actions and hostile attitudes against the Arab nation. The Arab 
countries ought to act now and abort all the threats and the con- 
spiracies embodied in the new alliance. 

Al Dustour: Defending the Arab nation 

IT IS hard to find reasons for the attack on Jordan by the speaker of 
the Kuwaiti Parliament Tuesday. It was a mere libel and an attempt 
to rtiar th.e reputation of Jordan which has been struggling all along to 
defend the Arab nation and its interests. 

The attack drew strong reaction from the government of Jordan 
and the press in" view of the fact that the attacker was no ordinary 
citizen of Kuwait but the speaker of parliament who represents the 
government and whose statements are recorded in the house. 

The strong angry reaction to the speech came because the sta- 
tement contained no truth and the allegations and accusations had no 
justification. The attack was on a country that has devoted its time 
and power to resolving the Middle East question and helping the 
Palestinian people to regain their lost territory and legitimate rights. 

Jordan had in the past sent its troops to defend Kuwait's borders 
against foreign attack and will do so to defend any part of the Arab 
nation at any time in the future. 

We reject the accusations that Jordan was relinquishing its stru ggl e 
to regain Palestinian lerriioiy. as alleged by Mr. Sa'doun, the Kuwaiti 
Parliament speaker, who should also realise that Kuwait's financial 
commitment to Jordan was in implementation of Arab summit res- 
olutions to enable Jordan to defend Kuwait's wealth and the interests 
of all the Arab countries. 


Sawt Al Shaab: Situation further 
complicated 

THE FAST-moving developments in the Arab region and the pol- 
itical terrorism which some Arabs are practising against Arab reg- 
imes are designed to prevent the convening of the forthcoming Arab 
summit meeting. The events in Lebanon, the continued factional 
fighting and the hijacking of planes were meant to distract Arab 
countries’ attention from the summit and the topics that are bound to 
be discussed in it. The situation was made even more difficult by the- 
Libyan announcement of forming a strategic military alliance with 
Iran to help it against Iraq. 

The Libyan regime has been commiting irresponsible actions 
. aimed at foiling any mobilisation of Arab efforts and resources for 
tile sake of confronting the common enemy. It has now one a step 
further by allying itself with the enemy of the Arabs against a sister 
Arab country in total disregard to Arab feelings and Arab League 
pacts and resolutions. This new alliance is bound to create further 
aivisioas among the Arab countries and further weaken their stand 
vis a vis the various issues they face. 


LAST WEEK , I urged the 
Civil Aviation Authority and 
Alia, the Royal Jordanian Air- 
line, to initiate a study est- 
ablishing and, where possible 
quantifying the direct and ind- 
irect benefits of civil aviation to 
Jordan. 

Research on benefits of civil 
aviation to the national eco- 
nomy is usually undertaken by, 
or on behalf of, airlines, to imp- 
rove their image as a positive - 
factor and provider of services 
essential to the national eco- 
nomy and society, and to cha- 
nge the public opinion & imp- 
ressions that airlines are bur- 
dens on the economy, and that 
they usually lose money and 
borrow heavily under gov- 


ernment guarantees, while 
enjoying too much privileges 
and undeserved glamour. 

Such reports are abundantly 
available at world major lib- 
raries and can serve as ref- 
erence and model for app- 
roaching the subject The Int- 
ernational Air Transport Ass- 
ociation (IATA) reproduced 
several studies in a s ummar y 
form for the benfit of its mem- 
bers, including an excellent 
exercise on Jordan conducted 
by Mr. Khalid Bitav more than 
twelve years ago. 

One of these reports covers 
the importance of Civil Air 
Transport to the United Kin- 
gdom Economy (1970). It 
■demonstrates that tire civil air 


transport and related ind- 
ustries represent a significant 
and growing segment of the 
U.K. economy. The economic 
importance of these industries- 
as regards employment, inc- 
ome and expenditure, balance 
of payments, and foreign trade 
has been examined and found 
to have a positive and ben- 
eficial influence on the U.K. 
economy. 

Another report was ssued 
depicting the benefits of civil 
aviation to the Australian eco- 
nomy. It found out that in Aus- 
tralia, and on world wide basis, 
civil air transport has had a 
long history of sustained and 
high growth rates. These fea- 
tures are forecast to continue 


well info die future. Steps 
taken within governmental and 
private spheres of influence to 
encourage the growth and dev- 
elopment of smeduled air ser- 
vices — both international and 
domestic — will produce many, 
beneficial short and long term 
effects on the development of 
the Australian economy. 

A similar report compiled by 
the Intelligence Unit of the 
‘‘Economist’’ covered the ben- . 
efits of civil aviation to the eco- 
nomy of India (1972). The 
study analysed both direct and 
indirect benefits, derived from 
such factors as ecqploymeat, 
income flows, taxation and 
other payments, expenditure 
on purchases, air tourists and 


trade. Having quantified all 
these benefits in financial 
terms, the report concluded 
that the benefits flowing from 
civfl aviation are vital to the 
nation if it is to continue par- 
ticipating fa the mainstream of 
progress. 

In order to create an atm- 
osphere favourable to the int- 
ernational airlines, and to pre- 
ssure New York State pot to 
impose heavy taxes on jet fuel, 
The Air Transport Association 
of America (ATA) issued 
(1984) a pamphlet to dem- 
onstrate amines contribution 
to the economy and well being 
of the New York State. The 
pamphlet quantified airline 


economic benefits to New 
York in die form of emp- 
loyment few thousands, income 
for industries that provide 
goods and services in support 
of airline passenger and cargo 
operations. Billions of dollars 
of expenditures by air travelers 
visiting die state, vital business, 
social and recreational links to 
and from other regions and the 
world, direct and indirect tax 
payments, mil lions of dollars to 
support New York airports, 
including terminals and run- 
way facilities, without bur- 
dening local tax-payers. 

The findings of such studies 
and surveys prove the point 
that there is a case for such 
study in Jordan. 


Reagan says parties involved must negotiate Middle East peace

WASHINGTON — A Middle 
East settlement “imposed by any 
outside power’ is not possible “or 
even desired by the parties," Pre- 
sident Reagan says. 

“The reality is that peace can 
only be achieved through a wil- 
lingness of the parties to sit down 
and negotiate their differences." 
the president said. The White 
House said Mr. Reagan met with 
Arab journalist Nasser Eddin 
Nash ash /bi on June 1 1. The White 
House provided a transcript of the 
interview on June 26. 

Mr. Reagan said he believes a 
“new and increasingly realistic att- 
itude toward peace is dev- 
eloping," based on “a number of 
contributions.'' including the 
Arab position enunciated at Fez, 
die Reagan peace initiative, the 
Jordanian-Palestinian agreement 
on a jpmt delegation and United 
Nations Resolution 242. “I am not 
going to predict the final out- 
come," he said, “but I am con- 
fident that when peace is ach- 
ieved, you will be able to look 
back and say that many of these 
contributions played an important 
role." 

Mr. Reagan made these other 
points: • 

— The Soviet Union has been 
“anything but constructive" in the 
Mideast, and its role there “should 
be commensurate with its wil- 
lingness to play a constructive 
role". 

—The stability of the Gulf sta- 
tes is not assured for so long as 
Iran “pursues its policy of sup- 
porting terrorism and declines to 
resume a responsible role in the 
family of nations.” The United 
States supports Kuwait’s position 
that terrorism can be eradicated 
only by refusing to accede to 
“demands and provocations." 

— There is “only one solution” 
to the problem of Afghanistan, 
“the complete withdrawal of Sov- 
iet troops." A negotiated set- 
tlement “remains the goal of U.S. 
policy.” 

Following is the transcript of the 
interview: 

Question: Why is the U.S. gov- 
ernment hesitant to initiate a rev- 
ival of a Middle East peace plan? 

Answer: My initiative, which I 
outlined in my speech of Sept. 1, 
19S2. is still on the table and we 
continue to believe it represents 
the most promising proposal for 
progress toward peace yet pre- 
sented. We have not hesitated to 
uige the parties to the conflict to 
work on ways to move the peace 
process forward. There is now 
momentum within the region and 
we wfll do what is appropriate to. 
sustain it, but we must recognise 
that peace can only be achieved 
when the parties are willing to 
negotiate directly. 

Q". How do youuevaluate the 
recent visit to 'Washington of King 
Hussein? 

A: I think we understand each 
other very well, and I admire the 
king's courage and sincerity. The 
recent steps by King Hussein and 
others in the region have given a 
new impetus to the process of 
peace-making. King Hussein in 
Washington made clear his desire, 
and that of bis Palestinian par- 
tners, for a peaceful settlement 
through negotiations, with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
on one side and Israel on the 
other, in a supportive int-’ 
emational context. The King 
seeks a peaceful settlement on the, 
basis of United Nations Security 
Council Resolutions 242 and 338. 
The visit afforded us an opp- 
ortunity to reaffirm our view that a 
just and durable peace must add- 
ress the legitimate rights of the. 
Palestinian people as well as the 
security of ail states in the region. 

The king confirmed our joint 
commitment to move promptly — 
“this year," as he said — toward 
direct negotiations among the par- 
ties. We hope to be able to help 
fee parties build upon fee out- 
come of these meetings. I am con- 
vinced events are moving in fee 
right direction. 

Q: Would a process at mixing 
the Fahd “Fez” plan, the Reagan, 
initiative, the recent resolution 
between Jordan . and the PLO, 
Resolution 242, lead to a new, 
peace effort, taking into con- 


sideration the Israeli res- 
ervations? 

A: I think a new, and inc- 
reasingly realistic, attitude toward 
peace is developing. It is based on 
a number of contributions, inc- 
luding the ones you have cited. 
U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242 remains the essential fou- 
ndation for negotiations. I am not 
going to predict the final outcome, 
but I am confident that when 
peace is achieved you will be able 
to look back and say many of these 
contributions played an important 
role. 

It is also important to recognise 
that my own proposals were an 
outline of the positions fee U.S. 
would support in negotiations. We 
have dol asked others to subscribe 
to our positions. Each of the par- 
ties is free to bring its own views to 
the table and we would expect 
them to do so. The important 
thing is to begin direct neg- 
otiations since it is through the 
process of such give-and-take that 
differences will be worked out and 
a just and lasting peace can be ach- 
ieved. 

Q: Now that we are heading 
towards negotiations between the 
Arabs and Israel, what do you 
expect the Arabs and Israelis to do 
before they sit down and neg- 
otiate? 

A: We are trying to keep away 
from anything that sounds like we 
are imperial* solutions to the pro- 
'blems here?Xti that we are trying 
to do is help get them together. If 
' seems that solutions are going to 
involve one side giving up ter- 
ritory in return for defensible bor- 
ders where peace is guaranteed. 
The Arab states must recognise 
that Israel does have the right to 
exist as a nation, and that peace 
will provide security for the Arabs 
as welL 

Q: And what do you hope, Mr. 
President, that the Arabs wCl do in 
their turn from now until the beg- 
inning of the coming negotiations? 

A:I hope that the Arabs will 
show more approval and support 
of King Hussein, instead of lea- 
ving him alone by himself. 

QiTTits point is very important, 
Mr. President. 

A: King Hussein is entitled to 
know that the Arabs are sup- 
porting him in what be is trying to 
do. 

Q:Is there anything you wish 
from the Israelis in these days? 

A: The Israelis, as Mr. Peres 
said, are looking forward to sitting 
down to negotiate. 

Q: Recent visits by King Fahd 
and President Mubarak have left 
them feeling a lack of interest by 
the Reagan administration to seek 
a comprehensive solution to the 
problems of the Middle East 
Does this lack of interest, coupled 
with the devastation of Lebanon, 
not warrant a superpower such as 
the U.S. to get hold of all parties in 
the Middle East conflict and dic- 
tate to them a solution which is 
just for all concerned? 

A: I can’t agree with your sta- 
tement. I do not believe King 
Fahd or President Mubarak per- 
ceive a lack of interest in Middle 
■East peace on the part of the Uni- 
ted States. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from fee truth. The United 
States has a deep and lasting int- 
erest in seeing a comprehensive 
peace settlement in fee Middle 
East and we have consistently 
communicated that fact to all our 
friends in the region. 

I do not believe, however, that a 
settlement imposed by any outside 
power is possible or even desired 
by fee parties. The reality is feat 
peace can only be achieved thr- 
ough a willingness of the parties to 
sit down and negotiate their dif- 
ferences. My Sept 1 initiative out- 
lined the positions the United Sta- 
tes would support in such neg- 
otiations, but a real peace can only 
be achieved by the parties the- 
mselves through direct neg- 
otiation. 

Q: How long will the U.S. tol- 
erate the loss of innocent fives in 
Lebanon, in Iraq, in Iran, in Israel 
and in the West Bank? Is this 
worfe the anti-American feelings 
feat we are witnessing in this area? 

A: The United States is deeply 
concerned about fee suffering of 
fee peoples in the Middle East 
brought about through the many 
conflicts existing in feat region. 


The effort to seek solutions to 
those problems has remained 
among the highest priorities of fee 
past eight administrations and it is 
worth noting that fee cost in Ame- 
rican lives, effort and resources 
has also been high. We will not 
flag in this effort, but fee reality 
remains feat solutions wifi only be 
found when fee parties to the con- 
flicts have made their own dec- 
ision to seek a peaceful way to res- 
olve their differences. Neg- 
otiations bring results. Egypt and 
Israel have clearly demonstrated 
this and we are actively working to 
support fee process of neg- 
otiations in resolving other dis- 
putes in the region. 

It is important to remember feat 
Americans and fee peoples of the 
Middle East share a great res- 
ervoir of common interests and 
values. This is a reservoir which is 
being added to every day through 
trade relations, scholarly act- 
ivities, and joint scientific end- 
eavours. The participation of a Sa- 
audi astronaut in the launching of 
ARABS AT is an event which ill- 
ustrates fee great Arab scientific 
and mathematical strides made 
long before fee New World was 
discovered. And it will remind us 
all how closely our futures are lin- 
ked. 

We read everywhere feat 
Sudan could be the bread basket 
of the world, and not only provide 
food for fee area and Egypt, but 
also for Efeiopia and fee starving 
masses there. Can’t the U.S. gov- 
ernment pull together ail its res- 
ources and potentialities to airlift 
individuals and equipment into 
the Sudan, and work side-by-side 
wife fee locals to save fee sit- 
uation? 

A: As you know, this year 
Sudan like its neighbours is in the 
grip of fee worst drought in a hun- 
dred years. The failure of the rains 
has resulted in a huge deficit of 
grains and millions of hungry peo- 
ple. The U.S. has responded to 
this catastrophe by shipping more 
than one million tons of food. This 
assistance involves a massive eff- 
ort to overcome distances and tra- 
nsportation problems. I und- 1 
erstand that one out of six Sud- 
anese is dependent on UjS. food 
aid. 

Sudan has assumed an add- 
itional burden by welcoming hun- 
dreds of thousands of drought vic- 
tims fleeing famine and war in nei- 
ghbouring countries. 

The U.S. has responded gen- 
erously to various appeals issued 
by the Sudanese government and 
the United Nations to assit these 
refugees, wfa ich now number more 
than one million. Despite fee rav- 
ages of drought, we fully recognise 
Sudan's long-term agricultural 
potential. Our development ass- 
istance emphasises fee promotion 
of technology and institutions to 
make better use of fee many mil- . 
lions of arable acres which now lie 
idle. Along with other donors and 
international agencies, we are tur- 
ning to the problem of reh- 
abilitation of agriculture from the 
drought. This will require a great 
effort by Sudan, and we stand 
ready to help. 

Q: Are you not fearful of fee 
Soviets regaining their position 
and influence in the Middle East 
to offset fee West? 

A: I believe fee Soviet Union’s 
influence in the Middle East sho- 
uld be commensurate with its wil- 
lingness to play a constructive role 
in solving fee problems of the reg- 
-ion. But fee Soviets have been 
■anything but constructive, a fact 
often noted by the leaders of the 
region. 

Q: We understand that the pro- 
ximity of Centra] and South Ame- 
rica are important to fee United 
States. Do. you not give equal 
importance to the Mediterranean, 
especially Turkey, Greece and 
Cyprus? 

A: Both fee Western hem- 
isphere and fee Mediterranean 
are critical areas for fee security of 
the United States. Turkey and 
Greece are important partners in 
NATO and are essential to pre- 
serving stability in feat strategic 
part of fee world. 

We also have a dose and fri- 
endly relationship with the gov- 
ern mem of Cyprus. _ 


_ Q: Why hasn’t fee Reagan adm- 
inistration reacted to the new rel- 
atlonship between Libya and 
Morocco? 

A: The government of Morocco 
and we have had a number of int- 
ense and thorough discussions 
regarding the affect of the 
Morocco-libyan treaty of Union 
on U.S. -Moroccan relations. 
Morocco realises our opposition 
to fee treaty, but we are satisfied 
that the Treaty has not been imp- 
lemented in such a way as to affect 
our bilateral relations wife Mor- 
occo. We will, however, continue 
to monitor fee implementation - 

The UJS. values highly our rel- 
ations with Morocco and we exp- 
ect our relationship to remain 
strong. KingHassan has reiterated 
the reasons for this treaty, ind- 
icating that it is directed at Libya’s 
previous support for fee Folisario. 
Our view of the reprehensible 
nature of the Libyan regime is 
well-known. We will not alter our 
position wife regard to Libya unl- 
ess and until Colonel Oadhaffs 
support for “international ter- 
rorism" and his “subversion" of 
governments ceases. 

Q: What is the solution to fee 
Sahara war between Morocco and 
fee Folisario? 

A: The United States supports 
efforts to achieve a negotiated set- 
tlement through a cease-fire and 
subsequent referendum. The U.S. 
believes that a political solution is 
fee only way to end fee conflict. 

sj: Couldn’t the Reagan adm- 
inistration look at the area as four 
distinct groups: (1) .Northern 
African countries; (2) Sudan and 
Egypt; (3) the Arabian Pen- 
insula and (4) fee Fertile Cre- 
scent which includes Jordan, 
Syria, Lebanon, Israel and, hop- 
efully, Palestine? Looking from a 
geo-political point of view, per- 
haps the problems could be easily 
tackled rather than considering 
the entire region as one big pro- 
blem. Maybe four smaller pro- 
blems could be handled more eas- 
ily than one major problem? 

A: There is no easy answer to 
‘ your question. We see fee Middle 
East as a greatly diverse region 
wife many commonalities, we 
deal with it as a region, but also 
note the individual countries have 
separate problems and interests. 

• There are clearly some instances 
of interaction between separate 
events and problems, but notin all 
cases. Depending on the issue, we 
approach subjects both bilaterally 
and multilaterally. 

Q: How do you define — in 
common terms — fee present 
UJS. -Libyan relationship, if any? 

A: Our relationship is minimal. 

In fact, we have no official rep- 
resentation in Libya, and we wall 
not have my until Libya changes 
its behaviour. Again, we are pre- 
pared to improve our relationship 
With Libya if and only if there is a 
complete and lasting reversal of 
Qadhaffs support for “int- 
emational terrorism" and his - 
"subversion" of governments. 

Q: Former administrations 
came very dose, at least, to an att- 
empt at resolving fee Middle East 
dilemma. Now that you are secure 
in office, could you not bring fee 
conflicting groups to your ranch at 
Santa Barbara as Carter did at 
Ganp David? 

A: Look, the real need is to get 
negotiations underway. Location 
is not the problem. 

Q: We have seen that you were 
able to bring, in the most dip- 
lomatic fashion and against all 
odds, fee Soviets to fee table. Z 
cannot believe feat you cannot do 
fee same wife fee Middle East 
today. Why? 

A; The parallel wife arms neg- 
otiations is interesting. I sincerely 
wish feat fee parties to fee conflict 
m fee Middle East would sit down 
together at a table and negotiate 
andZ believe feat we are moving in 
feat direction. The most imp- 
ortant pom tm your parallel is that 
both we and fee Soviets agreed ■ 
feat arms control negotiations 
should be face-to-face. We know 
feat we don’t agree in our pos- 
itions and we are not sure of fee 
outcome, but we are convinced of 
fee valuein frying to work toward 
an agreement by talking directly. 


The need in fee Middle East is for 
the parties to decide for the- 
mselves that they wish to pursue a 
just and lasting peace through dir- 
ect negotiations. 

Why do you oppose the par- 
ticipation of the Soviets in an int- 
ernational conference for fee 
Middle East, as already suggested 
by many Arab countries and by 
fee Soviet Union? 

Aj This is really two separate 
questions. The first is why do we 
feel an international conference 
will not contribute to a peaceful 
settlement. Our view is feat as a 
practical matter, an international 
conference will result only in pol- 
itical theatre and would not con- 
tribute to solutions. Only direct 
negotiations can achieve real res- 
ults. We understand Jordan’s need 
for a supportive international con- 
text in which to begin direct neg- 
otiations. We will continue our 
discussions with both Jordan and 
Israel in order to ascertain how 
such a context can best be pro- 
vided. 

The second question relates to 
fee willingness of fee Soviets to 
contribute to solutions to pro- 
blems in the Middle East. Wehave 
indicated on any number of occ- 
asions feat we would welcome a 
constructive approach by the Sov- 
iet Union to me problems of the 
region. We have also made dear 
what kind of activities we believe 
would be constructive. So far,' 
however, their approach has been 
anyth mg but helpful and we see no 
indications their approach will 
change. 

Q: Do you think that the new lea- 
dership in fee Soviet Union would 
be more forthcoming in coo- 
perating wife fee US. towards 
world peace* and security, esp- 
ecially in Africa and fee Middle 
East?. 

A: That is a question for Mr. 
Gorbachev to answer. For our 
part, we believe feat our two cou- 
ntries should seek to contribute to 
the peaceful resolution of disputes 
in crucial regions rather than mak- 
ing them more dangerous. We also 
believe feat we should seek to 
avoid confrontations over these 
issues. That is why I proposed per- 
iodic consultations between our 
respective experts on some of 
these problems. Our hope is that 
such talks can help prevent mis- 
understandings feat might result 
in confrontation. We have had 
such discussions on southern Afr- 
ica and fee Middle East. While 
these talks have been useful, they 
have not yet revealed any greater 
willingness on the Soviet's pan to 
promote rather than impede pea- 
ceful solutions. 

Q; How do you see the end. of 
the Iraq-Iran war? Once again, 
are we to believe feat those reg- 
ional wars are necessary for Wes- 
tern economies as we were taught 
in our economics classes in Wes- 
tern universities? 

A: Any contention that regional 
wars somehow serve Western 
economic interests is Marxist non- 
sense having no role in U.S. for- 
eign policy. 

We have a compelling hum- ■ 
anitarian interest in fee earliest ' 
end to the bloodshed. Moreover, 
fee security and economic int- • 
erests of fee U.S., our Western all- 
ies, and friends in fee region also 
would be best served by an imm- 
ediate end to (he war feat leaves 
both countries independent and 
able to continue national dev- 
elopment 

<tipo you not think that fee 
continuation of disturbance and 
wars in the Middle East affects the 
safety of fee back door of fee 
NATO alliance? 

At Yes, I do, and this is an issue 
of great concern. The world can- 
not ignore all the consequences of . 
instability in any pan of the globe ' 
and we must afi join together in 
fee effort to achieve solutions to 
.regional problems. 

Qt Are you satisfied wife fee ; 
safety of the Gulf states from any 1 
external danger? i 

A: No, I am not satisfied wife 
fee current situation. As long as 
fee Iran -Iraq war continues, and 
as long as Iran pursues its policy of 


supporting terrorism and declines 
to resume a responsible role in the 
f amil y of nations, the stability and 
security of fee Gulf states wfll be 
at risk. The United States has a 
vital interest in maintaining fre- 
edom of navigation in the Gulf 
and stability in the region gen- 
erally, and we have worked with 
our friends in the area, including 
Saudi Arabia and fee other mem- 
bers of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council, to support their leg- 
itimate defensive needs and to 
encourage their collective security 
efforts. These coun tries are now in 
a better position to defend, wife 
their own resources, their sov- 
ereignty and territorial integrity 
agamst potential adversaries, but 
more remains to be done. We 
agree wife the Gulf States that the 
only way to end fee Iran-Iraq war 
is through peaceful negotiations, 
and we have supported their eff- 
orts, in the U.N. and elsewhere, to 
bring this about. We also support 
the position of Kuwait and other 
Guff states feat the ooly way to 
eradicate terrorism is to refuse to 
give in to demands and pro- 
vocations and to work with other 
ooocemed members of fee int- 
ernational community to find 
ways to end this scourge once and 
for all. 

Qz Do you anticipate any sol- 
utions for the situation in Afg- 
hanistan? 

. A: The war in Afghanistan is the 
• result ‘of the presence of over 
115, 000 Soviet troops who are try- 
ing to subjugate the Afghan peo- 
ple. There is only one solution to 
fee problem: fee complete wit- 
hdrawal of Soviet troops. A neg- 
otiated political settlement rem- 
ains fee goal of ‘UJS. policy. 

The Soviet forces at their pre- 
sent levels cannot defeat the Afg- 
han resistance, but fee resistance 
cannot hope to expel the Soviet 
army from Afghanistan. What is 
needed is to move from fee bat- 
tlefield to fee negotiating table. 
We fully support fee government 
of Pakistan's strong resistance to 
cross-border intimidation. 

We are encouraged feat fee 
United Nations has announced 
another round of indirect or pro- 
ximity talks on Afghanistan for 
late June in Geneva. It is our hope 
that progress can be made there 
toward a settlement, although the 
recent increase in Soviet military 
activity does not lead to optimism. 
Id contacts with the Soviets at var- 
ious levels we have stressed our 
support for a negotiated political 
settlement. We will cer tainl y con- 
tinue to make the point in our fut- 
ure discussions wife Soviet off-, 
icials. 

Q: Forgetting your official pos- 
ition as leader of fee Free World, 
and frankly between us as human 
beings, how would you go about 
resolving fee Middle East sit- 
uation? 

A: Forgetting my position as 
president of fee United States is 
not something I am permitted to 
do under the U.5. Constitution. 
Nevertheless, I do believe that the 
positions I outlined in Sept. 1, 
'‘1982, represent fee most viable' 
approach to taking the next step to 
resolve fee Arab-Israeli conflict. 
It is important to note, however, 

■ that I gave them as fee positions 
fee US. would support in neg- 
otiations. We do not ask others to 
subscribe lo ihem in advance- in 
fact, we fully expea others’ to 

5?^ < ? wn positions to the 
table. That is what negotiations 
are all about — reconciling opp- 
osing positrons. The important 
famg is to get those negotiations 
underway and for fee parties to 
work out their differences directly 
m a peaceful fashion.

•in Italy’s TV ads 

The Italian retail market is changing from the "Mama and Poppa" 
shop format to a much bigger mass market -via die ubiquitous TV. 
Alan Friedman describes how Robert Lasagna is a pioneer. 


MILAN — He used to sell too- 
thpaste in Glasgow. But, for Rob- 
- ert Lasagna, an Anglo-Itatian 
whose MYL Partners advertising 
- . agency is rapidly climbing through 
the ranks of Italian companies, 
that was a long time ago — 1955 to 
be precise. 

„ Today Lasagna has a Milan - 
r based agency which has not only 


gone from zero billings to nearly 

■ »Lire 40 billion ($20.5 million) in 
v six years, but which is the target of 

■ at least two international agencies 
seeking to bolster their position in 
the Italian market through a mer- 
ger or acquisition. 

Lasagna’s strategy — to focus 
: almost exclusively on the mass 
marketing of low-cost and high 
volume consumer goods through 
television advertsing — has coi- 
' ncided with more than a little good 
fortune. Italian television has 
been revolutionised over the past 
few years by the enormous success 
of Silvio Berlusconi's commercial 
television empire, which has ove- 
rtaken the state television net- 
works in terms of annual adv- 
: k ertising. At the same time, and in 
*part thanks to the growth of tel- 
evision in Italy, the Italian retail 
market has been changing, from 
‘ the small “Mama and Pappa" 
shop format to a much biggenttass 
" market increasingly reliant on 
supermarkets and hypermarkets. 

Mr. Lasagna and his two cre- 
ative partners at MVL — Mauro 
Mazzon jfid SQvana VerceJB — 
have been riding on the back of 
. the bqpipjh Italian commercial. 
; te/evis| 0 a f j»hdd>ja^yparsaw a .76 . 
• per cent- jump to corporate sp&A 
ndingpn advertising, W Lire 2L597 
bflBon.- (Nielsen estimates). That 
figure for commercial television 
represents more than three- 
; quarters of total television adv- 
ertising expenditure by Italian 
oompanies. 

A, Asa result of the Lasagna str- 
ategy, MVL is set to move from 
being the 28th largest company in 
terms of billings for 1984. with 
Lire 26 bDHon. to a spot dose to 
21 or 22 this year. And, if merger 
talks come to fruition, MVL could 
be catapulted this year into the 
ranks of the top five agencies, not 
bad going for a company which 
employs only 20 people on two 
floors of a building in central 
Milan and started operating only 
in J979. 

The Lasagna story — the name 
does not quite fit with the blazer- 
wearing and whiskered gentleman 
who last month spent five days 
j-with Prince Philip and other exe- 
^cmives erf his beloved World Wil- 
dlife Fund — is more than any- 
thing else an illustration of the 
growth of Italian television adv- 
ertising. MVL is by no means die 
only agency to have zoomed in on 
(he market, but it is among the 
more successful, this year man- 
aging a biH mgs- to- employee ratio 
which at one million dollars a 
head, including directors and sec- 
retaries, is comparable with the 
best. 

The 'diem list at MVL, which 
includes Beecbam, Cinzano, 
Dark Gum, IQ, Kawasaki, Seat 
Auto and die Irish Dairy Board, 
shows a fair mix of products, ran-, 
j^ing from hand-cream and sha- 
mpoos to chewing gum and cars. 

who, then, is Robert Lasagna. 
and how has he created a company 
which is being wooed from abr- 
oad? Born in La Spezia on the 
Ligurian coast, he did his exa- 
mination credits in the U.K., spent 

a year as a trainee product man- 
ager with- Unilever Italy and in 
1955 went to work in London for 
Masius and Ferguson. “The first 
thing they did was to send me to 
Glasgow as an assistant to the 
local Colgate toothpaste sales 
rep " he recalls with a smile . 

In 1965, he returned to Italy, 
^where - he opened the Milan 
branch of what was then Mather 
and Growth er. After the takeover 
by David Ogilvy, Lasagna -served 
for 10 years as general manager in 
Italy, By 1977 he had built up Lire 
7 bQBonof billings and astaff of 34 
in a market which, compared with . 
today's, was almost immpbile- 
Fnom I960 to 1978, die Italian 
advertiajg market grew by about 
40 per coin in total billings — last 
y^afepie it. grew 41 per cent 

4 In .1978, together wifli two cre- 
' ative directors who also had td-.. 
evision experience, Lasagna for- 
*ned MVL fcartntts. *T had turned 


40 and wanted to start my own 
company. If you don't do it at 4fT 
you never do." MVL was formed 
with Lire 20 million ($10,240 at 
today's exchange rates) of capital 
and one secretary. “We began 
with no clients, with zero business, 
but with many friends," recounts 
Lasagna. 

The first major client to come 
along was Beech am ’ss Italian sub- 
sidiary, with LI SO million of bil- 
lings for selected 30-second tel- 
evision spots, mostly for the Gly- 
solid hand-cream product. Today 
Beech am is one of MVL’s largest 
clients, with annual billings of 
more than L7 billion and nine 
products ranging from Badedas 
soap to MacLeans toothpaste. 

Lasagna says that his company 
has never borrowed from a bank, 
but he admits that MVL did not 
. break into profit until 1981. This 
was just around the time that Ber- 
lusconi's private television sla-' 
tions were coming into pro- 
minence. Berlusconi, formerly a 
property developer, is today 
Italy's unchallenged television 
mogul, with three national net- 
works which last year attracted 
L680 billion of advertising. 

The Lasagna formula was to 
devote 90 per cent of company 
resources to television, abolishing 
the ooncept of account executives 
and providing personal service by 
himself or his two partners. The 
bulk of his staff are what he calls 
“media executives" whose job is 
to “haggle” for air space and take 
..care c^^mistrapye-tna ttqrs* 

*:> • Lasagfla jetipns^^thceeJteyj 
t*anges-have*x»ditioned the Ita- 
lian advertising business in the 
past five years: there has been a 
dramatic change in product dis- 
tribution channels, in selling org- 
anisations. types of advertising. 

“We are a television agency and 
we are only interested in sup- 
ermarkets really, in consumer 
goods. Italy is changing from cor- 
ner shops to a huge mass market. 
Today my target is the Sicilian fac- 
tory worker who has moved to 
Turin or Milan, has a wife and a 
sister who both work and they all 
go to die supermarket every Sat- 
urday morning to buy all the 
week's goods. No longer do most 
Italian housewives go to a local 
shop where the proprietor says: 
“Oh, Signora Bianchi, why don’t 
you try this new egg shampoo?" In 
today’s Italy, the housewife goes 
to the supermarket and buys the 
goods she has seen on television. 
Either she recognises the brand 
name immediately or you are 
dead." 

The change in marketing and 
distribution is clear: whereas in 
1975 supermarkets accounted for 
0.4 per cent of 172,447 retail out- 
lets and 17 per cent of consumer 
sales, supermarkets (i.e. shops 
over 400 sq. metres) now rep- 
resent 0.7 per cent of 157, 1 53 out- 
lets, but 28.6 per cent of sales. 
When hypermarkets and other 
large multi-product outlets are 
added, Italy’s small retailers today 
end up with 73.6 per cent of the 
outlets, but just 48.1 per cent of 
die trade. 

The old pattern of a consu- 
mer company employing 300 
salesmen to travel round the cou- 
ntry — as in Britain in the 1960s 
ana early 1970s — has shifted only 
recently to a new structure whe- 
reby a few salesmen sell to about 
20 major buying groups which 
acoount for more than half of the 
retail market. 

Italy’s television revolution 
means that whereas before a sal- 
ami was just a salami, today it is a 
branded salami. As a result. Mr. 
Lasagna says: “The buyers for 
large groups mist have the top 
four or five nationally advertised 
products — we are establishing 
demand brands.” 

Mr. Lasagna reckons that now 
his. business has readied a point 
where he must double the staff or 
sell out — no longer can he grow 
with a tightly-woven staff erf 20' 
.lie. But he does not wish to 
mow from, banks to finance the 
growth ami does not wish to be 
taken over. Therefore, be is pur- 
suing takeover offers from two 
large - European agencies, hoping 
to retain management control 
after a merger-

number one enemy of Israel." 

Upsetting Mr. Findley was- not 
an easy task and it did not come 
overnight. By 1980. the bel- 
eaguered congressman found 
himself snubbed by lone-time 
supporters. Bob Hope and Gerald 1 
Fora reneged on promises ib help 
the Findley reelection campaign; 
Ronald Reagan while visiting Spr- 
ingfield took steps to avoid being 
seen with his party's rep- 
resentative from that city. Still Mr.. 
Findley won reelection by a J2per ' 
cent margin. ’ 

By 1982. however. Mr. Findley 
was in trouble. Funds from every 
state poured into AIPACs “def- 
eat Fmdley" campaign, making 
this the mosi expensive con- 
gressional campaign in ill inbLshis^ 
toiy. Congressman Findley, after 
22 years in Congress, lost by less 
than one per cent. 

According to Mr. Dine. y0 per. 
cent of the “defeat Findley" 
money came from Jews — despite 


the fact that Mr. Findley was by no 
- means either anti- Jewish or anti- 
Israel. He voted for evety major 
pro-Israeli bill. But along the way 
he had criticised Israeli pol icy. and 
Israeli partisans from 50 states 
* bad contributed $685,000 to ass- 
tire his departure from the Con- 
‘ gress of the United States. 

■ Mr. Fmdley was puzzled. When 
' he. had questioned Israeli "policy, 
' either in committee or on the floor 
of Congress, he bad usually stood 
.alone. Surely he was no threat to 
.Israel. Why did t]ie J&raeli lobby 
' go to such trouble and expense to 
.'eliminate him? How much power 
!and influence does the Israeli 
. lobby really have in the American 
Congress? In the White House? 
On college campuses or among 
. the clergy? What about reporters, 
columnists, editorial writers, pub- 
lishers. business leaders and 
media executives? Why do Ame- 
rican opinion-makers seem to ofc- 
"sent a solid front of pro -Israeli 


Opinion? Mr. Findley set out to 
fmd tite answers. 

The US. Congress, presumed 
to be primarily responsive to the 
will of the American people, in 
fact listens most carefully on Mid- 
dle East matters to the will of Isr- 
ael. Most congressional actions 
affecting Middle East policy are 
either approved in advance or act- 
ually drafted and initiated by 
AIPAC. Private conversations by 
congressmen with their staffs are 
promptly reported to AIPAC thr- 
ough a special intelligence net- 
work and usually result imm- 
ediately in pressure to bring the 
recalcitrant member into line. 
Slowness to respond can bring 
heavy pressure from “concerned 
pro-Israel constituents". Stu- 
bbomess results dependably in 
ouster at the polls. Consequently, 
debate on Middle East matters is 
rare. Members of Congress app- 
rove pro-Israeli measures without 
discussion and often against their 


own best judgment. In one unu- 
sual but revealing interview. Con- 
gressman Daniel Rostenkow&ki 
told a reporter that he voted aga- 
inst an important bill, not because 
he opposed it, but because he fea- 
red “the Jewish lobby". 

The Reagan White House enj- 
oys "unprecedented intimacy'' 
with AIPAC. In one case 
AIPACs executive director was 
appointed to a “blue ribbon” 
panel formed to recommend for- 
eign aid changes — including aid 
to Israel. This assignment- com- 
plained former Senator James 
Abourezk. was like asking the 
president of Lockheed to help the 
Pentagon decide what airplanes to 
buy. 

Presidential candidates curry 
AIPACs favour. Candidate Wal- 
ter Mondale in 1984 maintained 
constant contact with AIPAC 
headquarters and. according to 
Mr. Dine, regularly “bounced 
ideas off us" before making them 


public. The Defence Department 
is so riddled by pro-Israeli activists 
that officials assume every mil- 
itary secret no matter how sen- 
sitive, is known immediately to the 
Israeli government. During the 
Vietnam war. weapons in short 
supply and needed by American 
troops were sometimes supplied 
instead to Israel. 

American colleges and uni- 
versities. generally considered a 
bastion of academic freedom, are 
less than free when Israel is con- 
cerned. AIPAC boasts over 5,000 
activist students on 350 campuses 
in all 50 states. The students org- 
anise confrontations with anti- 
Israeli speakers, record their talks, 
organise pressure campaigns and 
work to infiltrate non-Jemsh gro- 
ups to help spread the pro-Israeli 
influence. AIPAC suggests that 
students “attempt to prevent” the 
appearance of pro- Palestinian 
speakers — a method they often 
follow with a vengeance. Pro- 


fessor Edward Said of Columbia 
University describes onesuch con- . 
fron union as "... pure fascism, 
outright hooliganism". Arab or 
Palestinian studies departments 
are frequent targets of AIPAC 
pressure, along with almost any 
campus activities that might offer 
a forum for discussion of views dif- 
ferent from those held by the pro- 
Israeli lobbies. As a result, while 
Jewish studies departments are 
common on American campuses. 
Middle East studies are dom- 
inated by Zionists and Arab stu- 
dies are almost unheard of. 

Paul Fmdley has uncovered a 
pervasive pattern of Israeli inf- 
luence in American affairs that 
will disturb the sleep of anyone 
who believes iu participatory 
democracy. If Americans give this 
book the attention it deserves, 
AJPAC may wish Paul Findley 
were back in Congress where he 
might be easier to ignore — Mid- 
dle East International, London.

U.S., Japan and Panama study building new canal 


PANAMA CITY, Panama (AP) 
— Representatives of the United 
States. Japan and Panama con- 
cluded a week of meetings here 
Friday, reaching agreement to go 
ahead and make feasibility studies 
for bunding a new canal linking 
the Pacific and Atlantic. A “final 
report" was presented to the pre- 
sident of Panama at a ceremony 
here by Foreign Minister Jorge 
Abadia Arias in the name of the 
tri -partite commission. 

Although the text of the report 
was. not made public, a pre- 
sidential communique said the 
agreement “does not commit 


Panama to undertake any works 
on behalf of the United States.” 

“Panama conserves full fre- 
edom of deciding its future,” it 
said adding ihat “the United Sta- 
tes will provide (technical) inf- 
ormation whose cost is calculated 
at $20 million, with a Panamanian 
investment of only one third of 
that sum.”

Mr. Wyrough said the United 
States is obligated by treaties sig- 
ned with Panama in 1977, turning 
ownership erf the waterway over to 
die Panamanians, to study the fea- 
sibility of building a sea-level 


canal. 

But he said the effort to dis- 
cover viable alternatives to the 
existing canal is something the 


United States “would probably 
undertake” with or without the 
treaty. 

He described the effort as a sea- 
rch for “the best way to take adv- 
antage of this location that serves 
our interests and the interests of 
world commerce." 

Asked about funding Mr. Wyr- 
ough said he expea ed the three 
countries to share all expenses 
equally. 

Asked how Panama — now in 
tbe midst of its worst economic 
recession in 50 years — could aff- 
ord to help with the funding, Mr. 
Wyrough said: "That is I think 
essentially their business”.

1 1 was originally expected that it 
would take place in New York if 
Mr. Gorbachev attended the Uni- 
ted Nations General Assembly 
meeting in September but he ann- 
ounced recently he would not 
come to New York. 

The Post said- U.S. officials in 
Washington did not deny that a 
tentative date and time had been 
set for the summit, but they said 
that no final agreement had been 
made. 

US. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko discussed a 
possible summit at a meeting in 
Vienna last month but no progress 
was reported to have been made 
on the issue at that time. 

Meanwhile the Security Council 
president said Friday the council 
members are planning a “summit" 
meeting with as many top leaders

Tamil groups to boycott Bhutan talks 


NEW DELHI ( R) — Four major 
militant Tamil groups will boycott 
talks in Bhutan next week to end 
Sri Lanka's guerrilla war, their 
spokesman said Saturday. 

“The Sri Lankan government 
has not observed the ceasefire 
they had set last week. Sri Lankan 
troops are still attacking Tamils,' 1 
the spokesman told Reuters by 
telephone from Madras in sou- 
thern India. 

He said the alliance of groups, 
comprising the Liberation Tigers 
of Tamil Eelam (LTTE), Edam 
People's Revolutionary Lib- 
eration Front (EPRLF). Eelam 
Revolutionary Organisation 
(EROS), and Tamil Eelam Lib- 
eration Front (TELO) would obs- 
erve the situation before com- 
menting further. 

Indian and Bhutanese officials 
said the talks, aimed at ending Sri 
Lanka's guerrilla war, would be 
held in the next few days at Thi- 
rnpu. Bhutan's capital. 


Tamil guerrillas are fighting to 
set up a separate state in northern 
and eastern Sri Lanka. 

The Tamil United Liberation 
Front (TULFJ, Sri Lanka's main 
Tamil political party, and the Peo- 
ple's Liberation Organisation of 
Tamil Eelam (PLOT), are the 
other groups invited to the talks 
with th e Sri Lankan government 

An LITE spokesman in Mad- 
ras told Reuters by telephone That 
his group had no comment on 
whether they would break the cea- 
sefire. announced by Colombo 
last week after the five major 
Tamil groups had agreed to cease 
hostilities. 

Tamil guerrillas kidnapped two 
Sinhalese policemen and shot 
dead the headmaster of a school in 
the northern Jaffna area on Wed- 
nesday. 

A spokesman for Sri Lanka's 
National Security Ministry told 
Reuters in Colombo the sporadic 
incidents did not threaten the pla- 


nned talks in Bhutan. 

TULF President Appapillai 
Amirthalingam was quoted by the 
United News of India as saying in 
Madras he had been in touoi with 
die leaders of different militant 
groups to discuss a common str- 
ategy fo r the talks. 

'Hie LTTE and the other mil- 
itant groups have offices in Mad- 
ras, capital of T amil Nadu state 
where a population of SO million 
Tamils have close ethnic links to 
Sri Lanka's Tamils. 

Colombo has accused India of 
sheltering Tamil separatist gue- 
rrillas in south India, a charge 
rejected by New Delhi. 

In Colombo, a Defence Min- 
istry spokesman dismissed as 
“nonsense” the allegations by 
guerrillas that troops were att- 
acking Tamils. 

Defence Secretary Sepala Att- 
ygalle told Reuters it was the gue- 
rrillas who had violated the cea- 
sefire. 


Indian, government accused of 
repressing Bhopal victims 


NEW DELHI (AP) — A group 
representing victims of the Bhopal 
gas leak have accused state off- 
icials of instigating acts of police 
brutality against survivors and of 
withholding adequate financial 
and medical relief. 

The group, which calls itself the 
Poison Gas Disaster Action Front, 
contended thar the Madhya Pra- 
desh state government took “rep- 
ressive measures" against Bhopal 
demonstrators who" were dem- 
anding more aid for the gas vic- 
tims. 

Indian journal is is in Bhopal 
said police used force to break up 
a demonstration by people dem- 
anding more medical care and 
compensation for victims of last 
December’s gas leak. 

Dr. AnD Sadgopal. chairman of 
the front, told a news conference 
in New Delhi that Bhopal police- 
raided the houses of several act- 
ivists at midnight last Monday and 
arrested about 35 people, inc- 
luding six doctors. 

Five people were beaten up by 
police while being arrested and 
they were threatened with “dire 
consequences" if they continued 
to work for the front, he said. 


The police also raided a vol- 
unteer health clinic run by the 
group and confiscated supplies, 
equipment and furniture. Dr. 
Sadgopal said. 

During a demonstration Tue- 
sday at the state government's off- 
ice complex, he said police bru- 
tally beat the protesters with 
bamboo staves, injuring several 
women. Two women were dra- 
gged by their hair and beaten, he 
said. 

More than 2.000 people were 
killed when methyl isocyanate gas 
leaked from Union Carbide's pes- 
ticide plant in Bhopal on Dec. 3. It 
was the world's worst industrial 
accident. 

Dr. Sadgopal charged that ade- 
quate relief for 250,000 affected 
people is being “deliberately avo- 
ided in order to underplay the 
magnitude” of the disaster and 
obscure the evidence which could 
be used against Union Catbide in 
court. 

The group is demanding special 
therapy for lung damage, gyn- 
aecological checkups, monitoring 
of births and treatment for mental 
disorders.

Filipinos start 
mopping up 
operations 
after floods 

MANILA (R) — Government 
and relief officials Saturday mou- 
nted a massive mopping up ope- 
ration after the worst flooding in a 
decade crippled the FhOippine 
capital. 

At least 50 people died, inc- 
luding 1 5 in Manila, in flash floods 
and landslides and relief officials 
said the death toll could rise. 
Communications with remote 

E rovinces and villages in northern 
uzon Island were not fully res- 
tored but officials said they bel- 
ieved several towns were still 
under water. 

Some 90,000 people in Manila 
have been evacuated from their 
homes to schools and churches. 

About 500 mm of rain have fal- 
len since Wednesday and the 
heavy downpour turned roads into 
swirling rivers and flooded many 
parts of Manila and its suburbs. 

Residential areas and shanty 
towns were submerged in up to 
two metres of water and people 
clung to rooftops to escape the 
deluge. 

Many streets were dear of 
water Saturday as dvfl defence 
volunteers and nearly 1,000 eng- 
ineers began dean-up operations. 

A Red Cross official said a fam- 
ily- of five, including three chi- 
ldren, drowned in Manila as flo- 
odwaters swept away their house. 

At the height of the flooding 
thousands of commuters were str- 
anded and hundreds of cars stalled 
on submerged streets. 

Some people waded through 
waist-deep water to get to work, 
but so many stayed home as the 
government declared a holiday. 

The authorities have issued hea- 
lth warnings and urged people to 
drink boiled water to prevent epi- 
demics. 

Several people have died after 
touching live wires and the gov- 
ernment has switched off ele- 
ctricity in flooded ares. 

The rainstorms and the floods 
were made worse by typhoon Irma 
lurking north east of the Phi- 
lippines and moving towards sou- 
thern Japan. 

President Ferdinand Marcos 
blamed the flooding on people 
who threw garbage into sewers, 
btoddng drainage.

NEW DELHI ( Agencies) — Tro- 
ops patrolled Baroda city in west 
India Saturday after police had to 
fire in the air to disperse fighting 
crowds, the Press Trust of India 
(PT1) said. 

The news agency said the army 
was deployed in the industrial city 
in Gujarat state after rival groups 
attacked. reach other with stones 
Friday njght Two policemen were 
wounded in the dashes. 

PIT also said five people were 
wounded when police opened fire 
on unruly mobs in Gujarat's cen- 
tral Kaira district Protestor* att- 
acked two buses in Surat town, it 
added. 

More than 20Q people have 
been killed in Gujarat in violent 
protests over the past three 
months against a government pol- 
icy reserving a quota of jobs and 
college places for poor classes and 
castes. 

Meanwhile, the Punjab state 
governor announced Friday that 
the government will release all 
Sikh prisoners not facing serious 
criminal charges. 

Governor A ijun Singh also said 
the state government will also pay 
compensation of 20.000 rupees 
(S 1,600) to the relatives of each 
person lulled in Puajab since the 
Sikh A kali Dal launched a mov- 
ement for greaterpolitical and rel- 
igious autonomy m August 1982. 

He announced he had set up a 
government committee to exp- 
edite payment of compensation to 
victims of the anti-Sikh violence 
triggered by Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s assassination by two 
Sikh security guards last Oct. 31. 

Aijun Singh did not say how 
many prisoners would be freed.

Castro names brother as successor 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Fidel Castro has confirmed in a 
magazine interview what Cubans 
have suspected for years — that, 
his brother Raul will succeed him 
as Cuba’s leader. 

Mr. Castro, in a marathon 
25-hour interview with a U.S. 
congressman and an American 
journalist in March, spoke over 
eight days on topics ranging from 
Cuba's deteriorating relations 
with Washington to its improving 
ties with Moscow. 

In the interview, to be published 
in the August issue of Playboy 
magazine, Castro said U.S.- 
Cuban relations had worsened 
“considerably” since President 
Reagan’s election. 

He said he would be willing to 
meet Mr. Reagan in the interest of 
improving relations — but only if 
an invitation was forthcoming. 
Mr. Castro also expressed interest 
in debating “a group or... all U.S. 
congressmen at once." 

*T don't want it to be said that 
I'm proposing a meeting with 
Reagan,'' Mr. ■ Castro told rep- 
resentative Mervyn Dymally, a 
California Democrat, and fre- 
elance writer Jeffrey Elliot. 

“But if the United States gov-, 
eminent were to propose a mee- 
ting of that nature, a contact of 
that type, we wouldn't raise any 
obstacles,” said the 58-year-old 
leader of Cuba’s 1959 revolution 
who has run the Caribbean island 
ever since. 

Asked by the interviewers whe- 
ther he had decided on a suc- 
cessor, Mr. Castro confirmed spe- 
culation of many years duration 
and named his younger brother 


Raul to replace him after death. 

“Raul Gastro, today second sec- 
retary of the (Cuban Communist) 
Party... would immediately ass- 
ume leadership," he stated. 

The bearded Castro, who gave 
the interviews late at night and in 
the early hours of the morning 
dressed in militaiy fatigues, said 
Raul had been chosen not “bec- 
ause he's my brother but due to his 
experience and revolutionary 
merits.” 

A Cuba eroert at Georgetown 
University’s Centre for Strategic 
and International Studies said it 
was the first time Mr. Castro had 
pubiidy named his brother as his 
successor. 

But Mr. Castro has dropped 
hints for several years. During the 
early 1960s he even reportedly 
warned the' Cuban opposition that 
if it did not knuckle under, they 
might have to contend with his 
brother who is widely considered 
to be more hardline. 

Most of the long interview was 
concerned with Mr. Castro's off- 
stated condemnation of Reagan 
administration policies towards 
Central America and South Africa 
and his repeated denials of U.S. 
charges of a Cub an -Colombian 
drug connection. 

But Mr. Castro also gave a rare 
glimpse of his private life, rec- 
ounting that to relax he goes scuba 
diving and his disappointment at 
being unable to visit a newly ope r 
ned Chinese restaurant because 
the inevitable crowds would spoil 
his meal. 

Mr. Castro indicated he has no 
intention of stepping down soon. 


“I don't have any plans for 
dying," he said, adding hebelieves 
he can “still be useful and make 
fnither contributions to the rev- 
olution.” 

Excerpts from Mr. Castro's 
answers on other issues: 

— "Americans are one of the 
least politically educated and 
worst- informed peoples on the 
realities of the Third world, Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America.” 

— “The idea that anyone is in 
prison in Cuba, no matter what 
you have heard, for holding ideas 
that differ from those of the rev- 
olution is absolutely nonsensical 
...The history of the revolution 
contains no cases of physical abuse 
or torture.” 

• — “How can Cubans or Nic- 
araguans be a threat to a country 
(the United States) that has 16 or 
17 aircraft carriers, 300 bases thr- 
oughout the world, thousands of 
nuclear weapons? How can a 
Third Work! nation that does not 
.produce any airplanes be a threat 
to a country thinking about “Star 
Wars" defences. It’s ridiculous, 
if s brainwash". 

— “X don’t know where this rat- 
ion of the legality (of die Sal- 
vadorean) government comes 
from. ...everyone knows under 
what conditions the elections took 
place: Amid die most ferocious 
repression, terror and war. Eve- 
ryone knows the election cam- 
paign was planned by the United 
States, that the political parties 
were manipulated by the United 
States and that the electoral cam- 
paigns were funded by the United 
States" 


IATA: Athens Airport security better 


MONTREAL (R) — Greece has 
raised security at Athens Airport 
to fully acceptable international 
standards since the hijack of a 
TWA airliner two weeks ago, the 
International Air Transport Ass- 
ociation (IATA) has said. 

But there are still several major 
airports around the world that 
need to upgrade their security arr- 
angements, said the agency which' 
represents the world's major air- 
lines. 

IATA, which did not identify 
the other airports, began rev- 
iewing possible security wea- 
knesses at the Athens Airport 
after the June 14 hijacking of a 
Trans World Airlines (TWA) 
plane by Shfite gunmen on a flight 
from Athens to Rome. 

Thirty-nine Americans are still 
being held hostage in Beirut as a 
result of the hijacking. 

IATA .officials had been critical 
of security at Athens Airport as 
long as five years ago. A team of 
specialists completed a review and 


said the Greek government had 
agreed to implement a number of 
other recommendations. 

IATA, which is based in Mon- 
treal, reported that the Greek 
government “has agreed to imm- 
ediately implement all rec- 
ommendations and security at 
Athens A iiport has been raised to 
fully acceptable international sta- 
ndards." 

President Reagan uiged Ame- 
ricans to avoid travel to Athens 
after the hijacking incident and 
Pan American World Airways 
suspended flights to Athens after 
Mr. Reagan's call. Service has 
since been resumed. 

The Athens announcement 
came as IATA’s security panel 
held a special one-day meeting 
here to discuss all aspects of avi- 
ation security following the recent 
rash of bombings and hijackings. 

Spokesman David Kyd told a 
news conference the meeting str- 
ongly recommended expansion of 
current airport inspections and 


great emphasis on securing air- 
craft on airport ramps against sab- 
otage. 

The airline industry should also 
work with manufacturers to speed 
development of high technology 
security equipment to upgrade 
defences against air piracy and 
sabotage, he said. 

Mr. Kyd declined to name the 
“five or six airports” where tou- 
gher measures are needed. But he 
said two are in the Far East and 
three are in the Middle East and 
Africa. He also died the Beirut 
Airport as a special case. 

Mr. Kyd said Greek authorities 
had failed to implement rec- 
ommendations stemming from an 
in-deptb review of the Athens 
Airport in 1980. Greece had arg- 
ued all along that existing mea- 
sures were satisfactory, he said. 

IATA security experts still do 
.not know whether the hijackers of 
the TWA jet had their guns pla- 
nted on the aircraft or smuggled 
them aboard, he said. 


Afghan rebels kill general, capture Panjsher post 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Afghan 
rebels have claimed a major vic- 
tory in the Panjsher Valley north 
of Kabul, where they killed an 
Afghan army brigadier-general 
ana captured a military post man- 
ned by over 450 soldiers. 

Genera] Ahmaduddin, deputy 
corps commander in the Afghan 
capital Kabul, died in a June 15 
rebel attack while inspecting the 
post at Puzhgur halfway up the 
strategic valley, the Jamiat- 
I-Islami guerrilla party said in 
Peshawar Friday night. 

State-run Radio Kabul also 
announced Gen. Ahmaduddin fell 
in action, saying the 45-year-old 
general “bravely fought up to the 
last moment of his life” but giving 
neither the place nor time of his 
death. 

Gen. Ahmaduddin, who had 
been promoted last April, was 
leading a high-level delegation 
from Kabul io check whether 
Puzhgur needed to be reinforced 
after several smaller posts around 
it had fallen to the rebels, a Jamiat 
spokesman said. 

According to a letter received 
from Panjsher Commander 
Ahmad Shah Masood, rebels cap- 
tured Puzhgur, the last in a chain 
of five large posts along the valley 
floor, after only one night of fig- 
hting. 

The letter said 110 Afghan 


army officers and 350 soldiers 
were captured but mentioned no 
casualties. leading to speculation, 
in Peshawar that the post fell acc- 
ording to a pre-arranged plan 
after Being infiltrated by the reb- 
els. 

Gen. Ahmaduddin, who earned 
a doctorate in militaiy science thr- 
ough studies in the Soviet military 
academies at Frunze and Vro- 
shiiov, was leading a delegation of 
more than a dozen officials from 
the army, the Khad secret police 
and the Defence and Interior min- 
istries when he was killed.

One oolonel in the group also 
died and die rest — five colonels, 
three lieutenant-colonels, and 
several lieutenants — were cap- 
tured, it said.

They also seized six trucks and 
an armoured car and destroyed 
two tanks and five armoured cars, 
it said. 

Masood, whose narrow and 
mostly deserted valley had been 
relatively quiet this year, launched 


attacks on the chain of militaiy 
posts in early June, 

Soviet aircraft responded by 
stepping up bombing runs and 
Afghan army units began to be 
reinforced. Western diplomats 
said this week. 

Moscow, which has maintained 
about 115,000 troops in Afg- 
hanistan since December 1979, 
pulled its soldiers out of Puzhgur 
and other exposed Panjsher posts 
last September. 

Afghan exiles in neighbouring 
Pakistan said the announcement 
of Gen. Ahmaduddin’s death was 
die first public admission they 
could recall that guerrillas had kil- 
led a high-ranking officer. 

Major-General Mohammad 
Abdul Azira, commander of the 
array's eighth division based out- 
side Kabul, died in November 
1983 when rebel rockets downed 
his helicopter during a trip to the 
Logar Valley, they said.

gave no reason for his death. 

A Communist Party Central

the border.” Most rebels are 
based in Pakistan. 


Geo. Ahmaduddin, who joined 
the Communist Party in its fou- 
nding year 1965, was the number 
two man in the Kabul corps hie- 
rarchy which oversees the three 
Afghan army divisions stationed 
there to guard the capital, Kabul 
Radio said. 

His working class background, 
charter membership in the party 
and advanced training in the Sov- 
iet Union clearly put him in the 
Communist elite m Afghanistan. 

According to Masood’s letter, 
about 100 rebels firing heavy 
weapons from the surrounding 
mountains and 57 charging gue- 
rrillas armed with automatic rifles 
attacked the Puzhgur post at 6.30 
p.m. local time. 

They quickly broke through the 
security perimeter of mines, tre- 
nches and barbed wire but armed 
resistance from the post lasted 
until dawn. 

A Jamiat spokesman said the 
rebels would cart off the captured 
weapons and ammunition to caves* 
in the upper readies of the valley 
to protea diem from expected 
Soviet and Afghan retaliatory str- 
ikes. 

The large number of prisoners 
would pose a special problem 
since Communist forces usually 
bomb - heavily any rebel str- 
onghold or village known to be 
holding captured soldiers, he said.
